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Seven Die On 
Kentucky Roads 

Preliminary statistics* indicate 
that seven people died as the 
result of injuries sustained in 
seven motor vehicle-related 
crashes on Kentucky’s roadways 
from Monday, Oct. 14 through 
Sunday, Oct. 20. 

One single-fatality, motor vehi¬ 
cle crash occurred in each of the 
following counties: Barren, 
Carlisle, Crittenden, Jefferson and 
Warren. The victims in Barren, 
Jefferson and Warren counties 
were not wearing seat belts. 

One pedestrian was killed in 
Fayette County and one in 
Jefferson County. 

Through Oct. 20, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 514 peo¬ 
ple have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 2013. 
This is 71 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. Of the 
392 motor vehicle fatalities, 194 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. Forty-four of the 67 motor¬ 
cycle fatalities were not wearing 
helmets. The 10 ATV fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. Three 
bicycle riders have been killed. 
Forty-one pedestrians have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 114 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use of 
alcohol. As of Oct. 20, Kentucky 
has had 66 days with zero high¬ 
way fatalities reported during 
2013. 

Citizens can contribute to high¬ 
way safety by reporting erratic 
drivers to the Kentucky State 
Police toll-free at 1-800-222- 
5555. Callers will remain anony¬ 
mous and should give a descrip¬ 
tion of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still pre¬ 
liminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that may 
have occurred in their areas. 
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School Board Hears 2013 Testing Results

The Adair County School Board and Superintendent Alan Reed 
met Thursday for their October meeting, and heard a presentation 
by Phyllis Curry on the district’s test scores from the 2012-2013 
school year. 

Curry’s assessment of the district’s performance was tepid but 
still optimistic. 

“We pretty much have a gap everywhere,” Curry said plainly. 
“We’ve got some work to do with our gaps.” 

The gap scores - which measure individual performance 
compared to others in a similar group (minority, reduced lunch, 
special needs, high-achieving, ect.) -were low across the board in 
every school, and were a main point of concern for Curry, which 
she said will be an area of focus moving forward. 

Math and reading scores were classified as “needing 
improvement” at every level from elementary through high school, 


with the lone exception being Adair County Elementary School, but 
both Adair County High and Adair County Middle School showed 
marked improvement in these areas from the 2011-2012 school 
year. 

Not all of Curry’s analysis was negative though, as she 
commended ACHS for jumping almost 10 percentage points in 
college and career readiness, an area that the district has devoted 
itself to as part of the Race to the Top grant program. She also 
praised the high school for improving its graduation rate to 90.7 
percent. 

“We were good in graduation [rates],” Curry said. 

The one school that stood out from the rest in the district, and the 
only school to receive a proficient rating was Adair County 
Elementary School, with an overall score of 62.9, good enough to

Physicians & 

Dentists from 
Adair Co. IV 

A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair County 
History, Part 4. This is not considered complete, nor certainly up to 
date, but is a beginning point for future researchers. 

Hadley, William R., bom about 1824 in Russell County, practicing 
at Gradyville in 1880, at Montpelier in Adair County in 1894 and “had 
been practicing many years.” A daughter married Dr. John Shaw. 

Hall, Dr., first name not yet known, practicing in Adair County in 
1828 and 1830. 

Hammonds, James T., bom about 1880 in Casey County, attended 
Barnes Medical College, practiced at Glensfork, Pellyton, and in 
Casey County in 1903 and in later years. He was listed as “physician 
and surgeon” in 1901. 

Hammond, Lury, resided at Dunnville, had a large practice in 
northern Adair County in the 1890s and into the early 1900s. [Adair 
County News, 10 August 1904, “Meeting of the Doctors” included: 
L.F. Hammonds, Dunnville, Vice President Russell Springs Medical 
Society; and L.H. Hammonds, Irvin’s Store.] 

Hancock, Nathan Miller, son of John Henry Hancock and Martha 
Jane Miller, bom 1856 in Adair County, practiced in the Cane Valley 
area and Green River country from about 1888 until his death in 1921. 
Brother of Adair County Judge Junius Hancock. 

Hancock, S.N., native of Adair County, studied at Bradley 
Polytechnic Institute at Peoria, Illinois and was graduated from the 
optical department. He was listed as “jeweler and optician” operating 
out of Dr. J.N. Page’s Drug Store in Columbia in 1911. In February 
1912 he sold his watchmaking and silversmithing business and 
became a partner with Dr. Alper, of Owenton, KY, and turned his 
attention to optical work. He later moved to New Mexico where he 
died at his home in Portales in 1933 with influenza. 

Harvey, Gardner P., bom about 1850, practicing at Gradyville in 
1880. 

Hayes, Charles, practiced in Columbia the 1820s and 1830s, then 
moved to Illinois. 

Heistand, Clement V., bom Taylor County in 1871; graduate of 
University of Louisville in 1896, practiced in Adair, Taylor, Casey, 
Lame and Marion Counties. 

Helm, W. B., native of Glensfork, practiced dentistry for many 
years at Greensburg. 

Hill, Richard Pauli of Columbia, son of Fred Pauli Hill, owner of 
Pauli Dmg Company, graduated from University of Louisville School 
of Dentistry; practiced first at Corbin, then at Columbia; joined the 
Bank of Columbia, and was serving as president at the time of his 
death. 

Hindman, Robert Young, practiced at Columbia from 1902 until 
about 1928. He was bom in Columbia 24 March 1874, son of Lt. Gov. 
James R. and Ermine Young Hindman. He was an 1898 graduate of 
Centre College and graduate of Louisville Medical School. He died in 
August 1930. 

Hodgen, Isaac N., practiced in Green and Adair Counties in 
partnership with Dr. Robert H. Caldwell, who died prior to September 
1841 when his administrators filed suit against Dr. Hodgen in Adair 
Circuit Court. 

Holladay, James C., dentist, native of Adair County, practiced for 
many years at Columbia. 

Hovious, Rezon D., practiced in the Knifley area beginning in the 
1890s, then moved south. Dr. Hovious died September 1910 at the age 
of 64. He had practiced medicine in Tennessee and decided he didn’t 
have long to live, so came back to his home place, Knifley, Adair 
County. He espoused the southern side during the Civil War and so 
named a son John Wilkes Booth Hovious. He died in 1910. 

Hoy, Almarine A., came from Clinton County to Gradyville to in 
the 1890s where he practiced for several years. 

Huff, Jonathan, practiced medicine in Columbia in 1866. 

Huff, Josiah R. bom about 1828, practiced at Neatsville 1880. 

Hughes, Harrison Quarles, bom 1825, died 1878, practiced in Adair 
in 1850. He married Amanda Jones, daughter of Charles Jones Jr. Dr. 
Hughes studied at Rush Medical School in Chicago, served with 
Company B, 13 th KY Infantry, in the Civil War; promoted from 
corporal to captain in 1862, and was at Shiloh. 

Hughes, N.O. resided Adair County, married in Louisa Staples in 
Adair in August 1867. 

Hughes, Tunstall Quarles, practiced in the 1860s to the 1880s; 
resided at Gradyville. 

Ingram, Isaac G., bom in Adair County about 1835; served as 
poorhouse physician in 1859. He was a student in the University of 
Louisville College of Medicine in 1854-55 term; his preceptor was Dr. 
Thomas Irvine. He was a partner of Dr. B.F. Wheat in the 1850s. 

Irvine, Thomas, bom about 1821 in Adair County, practiced in 
Adair and Green Counties in the 1850s and 1860s. [He was listed as 
preceptor for Isaac G. Ingram at the University of Louisville, 1854-55 
term.]

It’s Time To Get A Long-Term 
Faim Bill Signed Into Law 

An Opinion Editorial from Congressman Ed Whitfield 

The United States Congress recently voted to end the 18th 
government shutdown since 1976 to prevent a catastrophic default 
on our financial obligations. Now that the government is 
functioning again, it is critical for a long-term farm bill to finally 
get signed into law so we can give our farmers the certainty they 
need to do the tough job of feeding our country. 

Earlier this year, the House of Representatives and Senate voted 
on their respective versions of a long-term farm bill. The next step 
in the legislative process is for the differences between the two 
versions of the bill to be worked out in a bipartisan conference 
committee so that identical versions can be voted on in both 
chambers and sent to President Obama to be signed into law. 

In an attempt to speed up this process, I joined with Kentucky 
Congressmen Brett Guthrie and Andy Barr last week to call on the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives to appoint House 
conferees so they could get to work with the already-appointed 
Senate conferees. I was pleased that the Speaker appointed House 
conferees shortly after our request. 

The United States is home to over 2.2 million farms. About 97 
percent of the U.S. farms are operated by families. It is hard for 
these families to have the stability and certainty needed to run their 
farms without a long-term farm bill with robust crop insurance 
provisions. That is why reaching an agreement between the House 
and Senate is so important. At the same time, a long-term farm bill 
will save taxpayers money by streamlining programs and 
eliminating those that are outdated. 

When you drive across Kentucky, you will pass many different 
farms growing many different crops. While the crops may vary, one 
thing that’s the same is the risk farmers take to grow their crops. 
Just like a family would purchase insurance after investing in a new 
home or a new automobile, it is important for farmers to be able to 
have access to insurance for investing in new crops. Farmers can’t 
predict the future, and have no way to control the weather. The 
ability for farmers to have access to crop insurance gives them the 
peace of mind of knowing that they won’t lose their farm for 
circumstances out of their control. While insurance doesn’t make 
them whole, it will help their farm survive, and ensure we do not 
depend on foreign countries for our food. 

Farmers are in the field harvesting their crop, and it is important 
that the United States Congress does their job by providing farmers 
the tools they need to produce our food and fiber at the lowest 
possible price through a new long-term farm bill. It will also show 
the country that the United States Congress can put aside our 
differences and work in a bipartisan fashion to literally feed our 
country. 

We need to get a long-term farm bill on the President’s desk so 
that our farmers have less to worry about as they work to put food 
on our tables. To do that, the farm bill conferees must work as 
quickly as possible. That is why I will be continuing to put pressure 
on the conferees to get this done. The farmers out in the field 
deserve no less.

land in the 71st percentile 
statewide. 

“ACES was our top per¬ 
forming school,” Curry 
said.

“The district 
spends money painting 
everything, making eve¬ 
rything look nice and 
pretty, but on the inside 
everything’s the same.” 

•Heard the maintenance 
report from Ricky Bault. 
Bault said that they are in 
the process of acquiring 
new scoreboards for bas¬ 
ketball and baseball. 

“We’ve got a deal in 
place with Coke, so it’s not 
going to cost us anything, I 
don’t think,” Bault said.

with all of the new tech¬ 
nology, we need to help 
people be smart about it.” 

Tuesday’s presentation 
was geared toward that 
new technology and the 
smart usage of it. Long¬ 
time Family Resource 
leader and teacher Ellen 
Zornes presented the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade 
students with a PowerPoint 
presentation and talk about 
‘sexting,’ which has 
become a growing problem 
among young people. As 
the name would suggest, 
sexting is text messaging 
that involves any sexual 
nature, whether explicit 
images or messages. 

“Things we may think 
stay between us and one 
other person may end up 
being shared with the 
whole world,” Zornes 
warned. “You can’t control 
who sees or reads that 
message once you hit 
send.” 

Throughout the presenta¬ 
tion, the tech-savvy gen¬ 
eration chimed in with 
input to Zornes’ questions, 
and answered in unison to 
many prompts such as con¬ 
versations dealing with 
screenshots, the act of cap¬ 
turing an image on your 
phone’s screen. 

“Never say anything you 
wouldn’t want everyone to 
hear, and never take a pic¬ 
ture you wouldn’t want 
everyone to see,” cau¬ 
tioned Zornes. “Once it’s 
out there, you can’t take it 
back.” 

The rise in such activi¬ 
ties and involvement in 
social media has created an 
all new arena for bullying, 
one which often has tragic 
results. 

“Bullying has always 
been around,” Zornes 
noted. “But it’s a whole lot 
easier now, thanks to this,” 
she said as she waved 
around her cell phone. 
“These can be used to 
bully, harass, intimidate 


and hurt people if they’re 
used the wrong way.” 

Zornes also noted that 
many of these activities, 
beyond being hurtful, can 
have serious, and some¬ 
times even legal, con¬ 
sequences. The 

PowerPoint screen 

informed students that 
such behavior could lead to 
not only embarrassment, 
but being kicked off of 
sports teams, out of clubs, 
trouble with parents, and 
even criminal charges, and 
that such ramifications 
could stay with them far 
beyond pre-teen years. 

“The things you do now 
may affect you for years,” 
Zornes warned. “There’s a 
lot of pressure on young 
people now, but you have 


to be strong. You 
can’t let some¬ 
one coerce 

you into 

something 
you know 
is wrong.” 

The 
sobering 
message 
was one 
that found a 
very impor¬ 
tant target audi¬ 
ence, as sites such 
as facebook and twit¬ 
ter, as well as apps like 
SnapChat, provide avenues 
for bullying, at-risk behav¬ 
iors, and the fallout from 
each. 

“We’re trying to keep 
these things from going on 
in our school,” Leadership

A Balanced Life Key To A Happy 
Life, Lindsey Wilson Students 
Told At Baughman Lecture 

Leading a balanced life can lead to a happy life. 

That was the advice Dr. Chris Peters of Louisville, Ky., delivered 
at the second-annual Lindsey Wilson College Dr. Henry Baughman 
Lecture, held Tuesday, Oct. 22. 

“Does leading a balanced life guarantee happiness? No. But I 
guarantee if you strive towards a balanced life, then happiness is 
much more likely to be a byproduct of that,” Peters told more than 
100 LWC students, faculty, staff and guests at the Norma and Glen 
Hodge Center for Discipleship. 

Peters, an associate professor of pediatrics at the University of 
Louisville, gave the audience his “Top 10 List” of things to do to 
enhance health and wellness: mindfulness; accurate thinking; 
mindset; moderation; nutrition; sleep; exercise; thankfulness; 
serving; and engagement. 

“Focus on your breathing. It helps de-clutter the mind,” said 
Peters, who specializes in sports medicine, depression and 
adolescent psychology. “Breathing is something we have with us all 
the time, right? At least we hope so.” 

Peters reminded the audience of how often people go against 
what they know to be right. 

“Don’t procrastinate,” he said. “That’s stress’ best friend. Don’t 
avoid things. If you want to avoid something, I tell people you need 
to go do it right now. Just get it off the plate.” 

Peters said people are surprised how engagement can make a 
difference in their life. 

“Engage the things that are most challenging,” he said. “Don’t 
hide from them and don’t run from them. The important thing to do 
in life is act.” 

The Dr. Henry Baughman Visiting Fellows Program was 
established in 2012 by Henry Baughman of Stanford, Ky. The 
program invites a scholar in the field of health, safety and wellness 
to give a public talk and meet with LWC students. Modeled on the 
prestigious Woodrow Wilson Visiting Fellows program, the mission 
of the Baughman Visiting Fellows Program is to enlighten area 
residents and LWC students about critical life issues. 

A retired college professor, Baughman helped start Western 
Kentucky University’s emergency medical technologist/training 
program, and he also shaped some of Kentucky’s regulations for 
emergency technologists.

Kentucky artist Chris 
Ware, being the father of 
seven, and consequently, 
a part-time small animal 
wrangler (snakes, frogs, 
hedge hogs, cats, dogs, 
guinea pigs, baby birds, 
turtles and fish), it is 
inevitable that kids and 
critters are his favorite 
things to illustrate.

“For centuries farmers have used 
animal waste - or manure as it’s 
called - to fertilize crops,” Pa 
explained.

“Fertilizers are put on top of the soil 
to produce better crops. Cow manure contains properties to help 
those crops grow.” 

“What kind of crops?” Chloe asked. “You have a dairy farm, and 
this is a beef cattle farm. I don’t know much about farming, but I do 
know you don’t plant cows!” 

“You’re correct, Chloe,” Pa said, “but even dairy and cattle 
farmers still grow crops. We grow gardens so we can have fresh 
vegetables to eat and so our cows can have corn and hay to eat. 
Sometimes we sell extra hay or corn to other farmers, which gives 
us extra income. Since my cows produce milk and these cows at 
this farm are used for beef, we want them to consume top-quality 
hay or corn so they produce top-quality milk and beef. Of course, 
there are farmers who grow crops such as corn, soybeans, 
vegetables, tobacco or hay as their primary source of income. 
Kentucky ranks number 1 in the production of non-alfalfa hay.” 

“They must really think cow poop is good stuff,” I said, making 
everyone giggle. 

As we looked around the farm, I noticed something missing. 
“Where are the Brown Swiss cows?” I asked Pa. 

“Well, Woody, here comes the farmer. You can ask her.” 

“Her?” I said. 

“Girls can be farmers just like boys,” Chloe responded, looking 
smug. 

“Your smart sister is correct,” Pa said as a very pretty - and small 
- young lady appeared. “Woody, Chloe, this is my friend Lauren. 
She is one of the best beef cattle farmers in the state. Lauren, say 
hello to my friends Woody and Chloe.”

Brown Swiss cows? They’re my favorite.”

Some cows produce better beef than others, just as 
some cows produce better milk than others. If you look all around 


the farm, you will see Angus, Hereford and a rarer breed of cattle 
known as Wagyu.”

“Those are ear tags, sweetie,” Lauren said. “Since we have more 
than 200 cows here, it can get very confusing. The tags help me 
identify them. Each cow has a tag that contains an AIN, or animal 
identification number. It tells me information such as when the cow 
was born and which flock he or she came from. It also allows me to 
keep better records.” 

“I didn’t know farmers used computers!” I said. 

“Sure we do,” Lauren replied. “We use computers, math, science 
and many other subjects I learned in school.” 

“Guess I better study all my subjects harder,” I told Farmer 
Lauren. “Chloe and I went to the milk barn and helped Pa milk the 
cows. Can we go to the meat barn and help you meat the cows?” 

Lauren looked at Pa before she answered. “It might take a beef 
cow a few years before it is ready to produce meat. And even then, 
it can be a complicated process. Why don’t I show you around the 
farm?”

Saving Leftover Vegetable Seeds 

As the gardening season nears an end, many gardeners may have 
seeds remaining from the growing season. The following tips will 
help you keep them viable for next year’s garden. 

Storage conditions are very important to maintain high 
germination rates of leftover seeds. Try to keep seeds as dry as 
possible. Although refrigeration isn’t necessary, keeping seeds cool, 
but not freezing, also will prolong their lives. Enclose seeds in an 
air-tight container such as a glass jar or plastic food storage box to 
keep them dry and protected against insect infestations and rodent 
feeding. Periodically check stored seeds for mold. If mold is 
present, throw away any damaged or decaying seeds. Allow the 
remaining seeds to air-dry for a few days before resealing the 
container 

When properly stored, most vegetable seeds will remain viable, 
or able to germinate, for three or more years, including tomato, 
carrot, pumpkin, cucumber and cabbage. However, a few 
vegetables (spinach, onion, and sweet corn) produce seeds that 
remain viable for less than two to three years. Thus, it’s best to buy 
fresh seeds of these vegetables every year or two. 

It’s easy to check the viability of vegetable seeds that are more 
than one year old by using the “rag doll test.” Simply wrap 10 to 20 
seeds from each packet in a paper towel that’s moist, but not 
dripping wet. Roll or fold the paper towels to enclose the seeds and 
put towels in a sealed, air-tight plastic bag. Put a label in with the 
seed-containing paper towels, or mark the outside of the plastic 
bag. 

Put the plastic bags in a warm area where the temperature will 
range from 70 to 80 degrees Fahrenheit. The refrigerator top is a 
good storage location, especially if there are cabinets above to hold 
in heat the refrigerator generates. Viable seed should germinate in 
one to two weeks. 

If 75 percent or more of the seeds germinate from any given 
packet, plant those normally as you would in the garden. It’s still 
okay to use seeds if about 50 percent germinate from a packet. 
However, you might want to use twice as many seed as normal to 
make up for the lower germinate rate. If 30 percent or fewer of the 
seeds in a packet germinate, it’s best to order or buy fresh seeds. 

If you depend on a good harvest from some major crops such as 
snap beans, sweet corn, butternut squash or pickling cucumbers, it’s 
probably wise to plant a mixture of new and old seeds. Buying 
some extra fresh seed is cheap insurance that you’ll have fresh 
produce available when you’re ready to preserve it. 

When you purchase seeds, check labels and buy only those 
packaged for the current growing season. This practice will ensure 
that you’re getting the freshest seeds available.

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Tribe Loses Lead to Muhlenberg, Falls 32-21 


Looking to rebound from four 
straight losses, an injury- 
plagued Adair County squad 
traveled to Muhlenberg County 
for a match-up with the Class 
6A Mustangs. Despite holding a 
lead for much of the contest, the 
Indians gave up three straight 
scores late, ultimately returning 
home with a 32-21 loss. 

“We played hard again and 
came up just short,” Assistant 
Coach Robert Meachum said. 
“Our offensive gameplan was 
right on in the first half, but we 
got off schedule in the second 
half with our power run game 
and some untimely penalties.” 

It became evident early on 
that the contest would be a 
battle until the final horn. The 
Indians received the ball first, 
and with injuries to two QBs, 
junior utility-man Brandon 
Burton was under center for the 
Tribe. In their opening 
possession, Adair ran 11 plays, 
all runs, from the wishbone 
formation, with the bulk of the 
carries going to tailback Jason 
Miller who notched 53 yards 
and a touchdown on the drive. 
Burton’s kick was good and the 
Indians took an early 7-0 lead. 

The Mustangs would answer. 
Demonstrating their impressive 
array of offensive formations 
and balanced play calling, 
Muhlenberg mixed up read 
option runs and a 45-yard 
touchdown pass to find the 
endzone themselves. The 
Muhlenberg kicking game 
proved to be shaky all night, and 
the first extra point was wide, 7- 
6 Adair. 

After another run-heavy 


possession, the Indians were 
stuffed on a fourth-and-short 
rush up the middle, turning the 
ball over at the 28. A false start 
initially haltedthe Muhlenberg 
drive, but a few plays later, the 
Mustangs sent two receivers out 
wide while Adair placed only 
one defensive back on that side 
of the field. The end result was 
an untouched pitch and catch for 
six more and a 12-7 lead for the 
home team. 

Muhlenberg would keep their 
foot on the accelerator, onside 
kicking the ensuing kickoff and 
recovering at the Adair 45. The 
first play of the drive found yet- 
another wide open WR in the 
seam, but the Mustang wideout 
dropped the pass. Several plays 
later, the Mustangs attempted a 
jet sweep, but a botched handoff 
was recovered by the Indians. 

Starting at their own 16, the 
Indians manufactured another 
scoring drive, this time with the 
heavy run attack punctuated by a 
Burton QB sneak at the goalline 
after a pass in the flat to Drake 
Bishop and a 48-yard screen 
pass to Miller. The kick was 
good again, and the Indians 
were back on top 14-12, a score 
that would remain the same 
going into the locker room for 
halftime as Adair took a knee 
several possessions later 
allowing the clock to expire. 

A clever squib kick was fallen 
on at their own 20 by the 
Mustangs, and after a long 
opening drive to begin the 
second half, the Adair defense 
held the home team, forcing a 
short field goal attempt. The 
knuckleball kick fell far short 


and way wide, and Adair took 
over possession yet again, 
looking to extend their lead. 

And extend it they did. 
Another screen pass to Miller, 
this time on third down and 12, 
saw the junior break a tackle 
near the line of scrimmage and 
get a block on the edge from 
senior WR Ethan Brown before 
racing from his own 25 to the 
Muhlenberg 20 where the 
Mustang defense finally dragged 
him down. Four carries later, 
including a ten yard blast 
through the defense and a nine 
yard touchdown run, Miller was 
in the endzone for six more. 
Burton’s kick sailed through the 
uprights, and the Indians took a 
commanding 21-12 lead. 

Two big runs early on the 
following drive found the 
Mustangs beyond midfield, but 
back-to-back tackles for loss, 
including one by Drake Bishop 
found Muhlenberg facing a 
third-and-long on the opening 
play of the fourth quarter. The 
Mustangs looked deep, with the 
pass falling incomplete, but a 
pass interference call on the 
Indians provided a fresh set of 
downs. A toss play on the next 
snap would skate into the 
endzone from the 20, and 
Muhlenberg pulled within three, 
21-18. 

On the first play of the next 
drive, the Indians fumbled a 
rush attempt up the middle, 
losing possession and presenting 
Muhlenberg with prime field 
position. From the 30 yard line, 
a QB sweep gained 13, a 
delayed handoff up the middle 


picked up eight more, and 
another toss left put the host 
squad in the endzone again with 
a 25-21 lead. 

After a quick Adair punt, the 
Mustangs were back in business, 
and an exhausted Indian defense 
found itself susceptible to the 
ground attack. A 38-yard toss 
play on second down, along 
with several rushes through the 
heart of the Adair defense, 
eventually wore down the Indian 
tacklers and Muhlenberg broke 
free, beating the Adair 
secondary to the pylon for the 
final score of the contest, a 32- 
21 Indian loss. 

Jason Miller led the Indian 
offense on the night, racking up 
127 yards rushing with two 
touchdowns, and four catches 
for 146 yards. Reserve QB 
Brandon Burton filled in very 
nicely, scoring a rushing 
touchdown as well as topping 
160 yards through the air. 

“Brandon gave us a big lift as 
our fourth QB, and Jason just 
stepped up in a huge way for 
us,” Meachum said. “He kept us 
in the game until the very end. 
We knew he was capable of this 
kind of performance, and we 
were excited to see him 
breakout.” 

Up next for the Indians is a 
much-needed return to Adair 
County for their first home game 
in more than a month. The Tribe 
takes on Hart County at 7 p.m. 

“We’re coming back healthier 
this week,” Meachum added. 
“We should be able to put some 
guys back on the field for this 
last shot at a playoff berth.”

Defending Mid-South Conference regular season and tournament champions Lindsey Wilson men’s 
basketball is picked to finish in third place this season, according to the MSC Preseason Coaches’ Poll 
released on Tuesday by conference officials. 

The Blue Raiders received one first-place vote and 68 voting points to settle into third place in the 
preseason coaches’ poll. Defending NAIA National Champions Georgetown (Ky.) College is the 
favorite to win the MSC as they received six first-place votes and 78 voting points. Coaches were not 
allowed to vote for their own teams. 

University of Pikeville (Ky.) was picked by the coaches to finish in second place after receiving 72 
voting points and three first-place votes. 

Following the Blue Raiders in the poll, picked to finish in fourth place is Campbellsville (Ky.) 
University. University of the Cumberlands (Ky.) is the coaches’ pick to finish fifth, St. Catharine (Ky.) 
College in sixth place and Shawnee State (Ohio) University was picked by the coaches to come in 
seventh. 

Cumberland (Tenn.) University, Bluefield (Va.) College and University of Rio Grande (Ohio) round 
out the preseason coaches’ poll respectively. 

Lindsey Wilson men’s basketball begins MSC play on November 21 against Shawnee State in 
Portsmouth, Ohio at 7 p.m. CT. 

The Blue Raiders play an exhibition game against Athletes in Action on October 25 at 7 p.m. CT in 
Biggers Sports Center. The regular season tips-off on October 30 against Salem International 
University at 7 p.m. CT in Biggers Sports Center.

No. 5 Lindsey Wilson women’s soccer defeated Georgetown (Ky.) 
College 8-0 behind two goals and an assist from senior Renee Hurd on 
senior night at Walter S. Reuling Stadium. 

On a night where Lindsey Wilson honored its senior class on the pitch, 
Hurd managed five points in her regular season finale at home. 

Emilia Jons son started the scoring for the Blue Raiders as she scored an 
unassisted goal in the 11th minute to make it 1-0. Ayaki Shinada scored her 
13 goal of the season in the 19th minute from a Natasha Gensetter pass to 
make it 2-0. 

Hurd scored her first of the night in the 35th minute on a pass from 
Shinada to give the Blue Raiders a 3-0 lead. 

The Blue Raiders held a 11-0 shot advantage in the first half while 
having a 4-0 corner kick advantage as they were able to maintain the three 
goal advantage to end the first half. 

Hurd continued the Lindsey Wilson scoring in the second half with her 
second goal of the night on another assist by Shinada in the 58th minute to 
extend the Blue Raiders lead to 4-0.

What a perfect set-up for the new 
college football playoff this season is 
shaping up to be. The last year of the 
BCS looks to have the makings of the 
very controversy that made it so hated 
all along, and Saturday was another 
major step toward the potential chaos 
that has always been a very real 
possibility when computers decide 
which teams play for the title. 

But this weekend was more than that. It began on Friday night 
when Louisville failed in their goal of an unbeaten season despite a 
laughably weak schedule, losing at home to Central Florida on a 
last-minute touchdown by the Knights. Admittedly, I could use this 
entire column to just make fun of the Cards for that loss, but 
Saturday proved just how insignificant that game was to the grand 
scheme of the sport, as much bigger storylines unfolded across the 
country. 

Saturday was the first major shakeup of the 2013 season, as 
number-five Clemson, number-six LSU, number-seven Texas A&M 
and number-nine UCLA all joined Louisville as top-10 teams that 
lost. As a result, unbeaten squads like Missouri, Texas Tech, Miami 
and Baylor all climbed their way to rankings that, were it not for the 
losses ahead of them, feel a bit too lofty at this point in the year. 
Obviously there is football to be played, and any of those teams or 
several others can prove their mettle between now and Bowl 
Season, but it feels odd to see those names so quickly when 
scanning the polls. 

What feels even more odd is the complete revolution we’re 
beginning to see in college football. The outbreak of this spread, 
hurry-up, no-huddle offensive scheme has turned the game on its 
head, as teams like Baylor and Oregon routinely approach or top 70 
points per game while posting video game-like stats in the process. 
While some of the nation’s truly elite such as Alabama, Florida 
State or LSU still run more traditional offenses, even historically 
great programs like Ohio State and Michigan have turned to the up¬ 
tempo attack. 

It’s no coincidence that these two rejections of the traditional are 
occurring simultaneously. The spread offense, which, as the name 
would suggest, spreads the distribution of offensive players across 
the field in order to, in turn, spread out the defense, has been giving 
undersized, perhaps less-talented programs the chance at the upset 
each week for a few years now. With the influx of this new rapid- 
fire play style, the spread is becoming increasingly difficult to 
defend, and we’re seeing offensive numbers climb meteorically. 

Because of this outbreak of points, and the style of play that 
produces them, traditional powerhouses that have long had the 
market cornered on the biggest, strongest players in the country, 
find themselves playing catch-up—literally. We’ve seen it work 
before, as guys like Steve Spurrier have dominated with their run- 
and-shoot offenses, or as Hal Mumme and his coaching tree have 
kept undermanned squads competitive through use of the Air Raid, 
but this mixture of runs and passes has given high octane offenses a 
sense of balance that is completely new. 

This new-age offense has taken a program like Oregon to new 
heights, produced the first ever freshman Heisman Trophy winner 
in Johnny Manziel, and provides teams like Baylor the chance to 
outduel regional bluebloods like Texas and Oklahoma, who have 
traditionally mauled them with talent, size and brute force. 

The beauty of it all is that it is creating one of the most fun and 
exciting college football landscapes of my lifetime. The top four 
teams in the country: Alabama, Oregon, Florida State and Ohio 
State, run the spectrum from Alabama’s traditional one-back 
approach, to Oregon’s wide-open circus. Florida State falls 
somewhere closer to Alabama with their pro style offense, and Ohio 
State runs Urban Meyer’s innovative spread attack. Those four 
teams appear to be on course for unbeaten years, with only a few (if 
any) serious hurdles left to clear, and the clashes of traditions, 
styles, tempos and players make for matchups that I pray come to 
fruition. 

The only downside is that only two of them can play each other 
for the title.. .at least for one more season.

included hundreds of dollars 
of screenings and information 
this year, much of which was 
provided at little to no cost.

Phishing On Facebook - How 
To Protect Yourself From 
Being A Victim Of Scam

Phishing: The activity of defrauding an online account holder of 
financial information by posing as a legitimate company. 

Now that social media has become one of the most popular ways 
for interpersonal communication online, scam artists have taken 
advantage of this new media to retrieve personal information from 
the users of these sites. 

Scammers are acquiring consumers’ usernames, passwords, 
credit card numbers and other personal information for phishing. 

To prevent you from being a victim of these scams, here are 
some tips from the Better Business Bureau. 

* Read the entire message. If you receive a message asking for 
your account information, fully read the message that was sent to 
you. Most people don’t read entire messages that were sent to them, 
so scammers use this to their advantage. 

* Look at the message’s content. When looking at the message 
you received, be sure to check for a few key things. Check for 
spelling or grammatical errors. If there are errors, the message was 
probably written by someone who doesn’t speak the same language 
as you. Also, check to see if the message urges you to “respond 
quickly” or “click a link right away.” If this is written, it is probably 
a scam. 

* Check the message sender. Check whether this message comes 
from a friend, a stranger or from someone saying to be from the 
website security team. Remember that Facebook security members 
rarely make contact with users unless the user makes initial contact 
first. 

* Use a safe browser. Activate your browser’s “Safe Browsing” 
feature. When this feature is used, it will catch most phishing scams 
for you. 

* Never give out personal information. No matter what the 
message says, never give out any usernames or passwords, no 
matter how promising the message or link seems.

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When Virginia Dick started volunteering for the American Cancer Society some 20 years 
ago, she had no idea that one day she would have to battle cancer herself. But she did. 

In January 2013, Virginia had surgery for stage one breast cancer. Soon after, she began 
radiation therapy at Lake Cumberland Cancer Treatment Center (CTC).

30 radiation treatments. Her “angels” looked on proudly as she celebrated by ringing 
the “Victory Bell” loud and clear. After seeing them every day for three months, Virginia 
knew she would miss “those awesome people who took such great care” of her when 
she was a breast cancer patient. 

Today, breast cancer survivor Virginia Dick thankfully declares, 

“They made sure I won the fight!”
